Bond lands 
Washington 
CSUC post 


Dr. James G. Bond, who served a 
troubled six years as president of 
CSUS, has gone to Washington, D.C 
to head the governmental affairs of- 
fice of the California State Univer- 
sities and Colleges system 

When Bond came to CSUS in 
August of 1972, the campus was 
already astir. But during his reign, the 
campus reached a point described by 
thé Chancellor's Special Study Com- 
mission to Review Matters at CSUS as 

jeopardizing the institution's 
capacity to maintain a_ viabie 
education program.” 

Bond, who left CSUS in June, was 
the first black president of a major 
Western University. He and his ad- 
ministration were at constant odds 
with the Faculty Senate. Over the 
years, the administration was 
charged with sexism, racial dis- 
crimination, and misuse of funds 

The position Bond filled in 
Washington D.C. was vacated when 
Sheppie Abramowitz resigned it to 
join her husband, whom President 
Carter appointed U.S Ambassador to 
Thailand

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With the ap nointment of W Lioyd Jonns as the new 
CSUS president, it seems as if a long overdue sense of 
unity and cooperation has finally overcome the Sac- 
ramento Campus — a campus that had been embroiled in 
continuous faculty/administrative strife for the past five 
years 

Jonns takes office in a rather unique position, he has 
worked with the various committees and factions oncam- 
pus for a year In that time previous to his appointment 
Johns has accomplished many tasks such as the res- 


tructuring of the academic retention. tenure, and 
promotion procedures where his predecessor had 
failed badly 


The selection of Jonns, 48. who since last August has 
served as executive vice president to former President 
James G Bond. was based on “an overwhelming plea 
from va‘ious constituencies,” according to Roy Braphy 
chairman of the California State University and Colleges 


board of trustees The board had received numerous 
letters supporting Johns from students, faculty, alumni 
community members and legislators, which in turn made 
him the unanimous choice among 108 contenders 

With the appointment now history, Jonns will need the 


continuous support, cooperation, and heip of all campus 
parties. if he is to tackle the many new and old problems 
currently facing CSUS 

Thanks to a fellow named Jarvis, and an overwhelming 
majority of California voters, budgets have been cut for all 
state Campuses CSUS money has been reduced $1 
milion Because of these cuts Johns had to impose 
budget cuts across the board for most campus programs 

it's not that | wanted to do this," said Johns, “but |had no 
choice We have had to reduce the budget of many 
programs that we feel are vital.’ 

Johns was also faced with the possibility of having to 
layoff faculty personnel. But after much tight 
management work by the division of deans, and last

thirds of the entire staff We have to subscribe to the 
profile of t'.e needed programs, instead of simpiy going 
scalp huntiog for full time enroliment,” Johns stated 
Academic organization, including the possible break 
up of a huge School of Arts and Sciences, still looms as 
one of the bigger challenges for Johns. “I'm more 
interested in how an organization works, not how it looks, 
said Johns when addressing the problem that has 
remained unsolved for the past two years 
These are just a few of the problems that face our new 
president and the campus he serves. And though Johns 
sees the problems caused by the so called g: eat tax revolt 
as only a temporary hurdie, he is not above asking for help 
“We need to tax the energy of everybody on campus to 
help us come up with alternative funding for programs " 
Yes, Johns’ appointment has begun what we hope is a 
lasting era of campus unity. And it couldn't have come 
about at a more opportune tirne. Let's hope ail parties in- 
volved will be able to look at the probiems of this campus, 
as a whole, and not become involved in petty conflicts by 
the defense of their personnel programs in highest regard

Prop. 13 cuts hit CSUC 


Proposition 13 is having a serious adverse impact on 
higher education — an impact apparently not intended by 
Mr. Jarvis, or the one many people thought would occur. 

As you know, Proposition 13 was aimed at prograns 
and services funded by !ocal taxes, which meant that, 
along with other services, public schools and community 
colleges could anticipate they would receive a large share 
of the brunt. Instead, by dedicating practically the entire 
State surplus of $5 billion to help local taxing agencies, 
Sacramento has greatly alleviated problems faced by local 
government and has moved the focus to state agencies, 
which of course includes the California State University 
and Colleges 

The CSUC budget was initially reduced $37.7 million 
below that proposed by the Governor in January prior to 
the enactment of Proposition 13. This cut. which includes 
a regrettable denial of cost - of - living salary increases for 
faculty and staff, wouid by itself have had a serious effect 

on Our Overal! operations 
However, a new development has even more serious 
implications for the CSUC. We recently have been in- 
formed by the Governor that the system must absorb an 
additional $18.4 million in cutbacks in our 1978-79 budget. 
| have sent the following telegram to Governor Brown: 


We are developing a program that wili call for a reduc- 
tion in costs to the extent of $18.4 million unless reiief is 
provided through additional state funds. (The 1978 
Budget Act contains an expression of legislative intent 
that Trustees not charge tuition or raise fees for California 
residents in 1978-79.) 

We are not made aware that the magnitude of the CSUC’s 
portion would be $18.4 million until verbally advised by the 
State Department of Finance on July 17. 

Since then, | have engaged in consuitations with 
presidents, the Statewide Academic Senate, the Staff 
Council Advisory Group, and the CSUC Student 
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Presidents Association on cutbacks. 

If the $18.4 million cut is implementea, the CSUC will 
cut $5.6 million from operating expense and equipment 
costs, continue its personnel hiring freeze to save $6.7 
miilion, and withhold another $6 million which had been 
appropriated for specific expenditures. This $6 million in- 
cludes funds for libraries, construction, computing sup- 
port, instructionaliy related activities, items for new 
buildings, equipment replacement, and more than half of 
the system's $1.8 million fund for instructional innovation. 

We do nothave fat” in our budget to absorb these huge 
reductions. The taxpayer is getting a good bargain from 
the California State University and Colleges. Our per 
student cost per year is still under $3,000, despite inflation, 
and is the lowest of any major college or university in the 
nation. In terms of 1968 non - inflated dollars, our per 
student cost per year has increased less than $20 in the 
last decade. We are proud of this record, doubly so 
because the academic quality of the system is widely 
recognized. 

While it is true that property taxes needed massive 
reform in California — in fact, it was long overdue — | wish, 
however, that Sacramento had acted several years earlier 
with appropriate deliberation, and had arranged for a 
correction without the sudden and severe impact that 
Proposition 13 entailed. 

The state's decision to use up the surpius in one year 
also casts a shadow over the future. If we are sudject to a 
massive cut this year, when local districts have been 
relieved from pressure, what will future years bring? Major 
decisions face us which will require our best efforts and 
intelligence to solve. 

| ask for your help and understanding as we deal with 
the continuing effects of Proposition 13.

Myth dies 
with student’s 
new study 


The stereotype is a familiar one to 
all of us: the avid sports fan, glued in 
front of the teievision, beer in hand 
able to quote exotic statistics from 
each and every Superbow! game, but 
unable to name the congressman 
trom his district 

A CSUS researcher has dis- 
covered, however, that being an 
armchair quarterback and interested 
in politics may not, after a!!, be 
mutually exclusive pursuits 

Researcher Leonard Wycosky 
began with the common theory that 
those with their eyes on the sports 
arena stay away from the politica! bat- 
tlefront. Instead, he found after poli- 
ing a cross - section of Sacramento 
males in different age, education. 
religious and incorne brackets, that 
those with an interest in sports were 
more politically invoived than those 
without any sports interests. Fur- 
thermore, the greater the interest in 
sports, the greater the degree of 
political involvement, he found 

Wycosky, a CSUS graduate 
student in sociology and a counselor 
for Project Excelsior, a CSUS 
program for disadvantaged students, 
admits to being both a sports fan and 
interested in politics. 

Questionnaires for Wycosky's 
study were distributed at two uniden- 
tified Sacramento hospitais, which 
Wycosky explained provided “a good 
cross - section of different jobs and 
pay - grades among employees.” A 
total of 62 reapondents, ranging from 
custodians to doctors, provided in- 
formation on their backgrounds in 
addition to their degree of interest in 
sports and politics. 

Political involvement was 
measured by whether the participant 
was registered to vote, voted in the 
most recent election, followed the is- 
sues, or actually campaigned for a

ELO demonstrates basis 
for the group’s name

When Jeff Lynne and Sev Bevan 
put their rock group together a few 
years back, they had to find a solid 
name for the talent involved 
something that would capture the 
flash, power and color of their music 

What they came up with. and no 
other group before them had done it 
so closely, was a three - word 
definition of the band: Electric Light 
Orchestra 

Some rock acts are just that acts 
with no musical strength. Others have 
all the sound necessary. but littie or 
no flair to carry them through on tour 
ELO’s August 23-24 engagement at 
the Oakland Coliseum Arena 
provided ample (and amplified) proof 
of their rousing success in concert 

A mere trisection of the band’s 
name illustrates their direction. 

Electric: the energy they display 
onstage, relying heavily — at times, 
exclusively — on their zipper - ripping 
keyboards setup. 

Only in concert does ELO get to 
show one of their strengths: Light. In 
the Oakland Arena, the sound and 
lighting crews nominated themselves 
by their work for Special Effects 
Grammy Awards.

nome and wash. wait a week, talk to a counselor, then 
fecide to press charges,’ he said 


When an officer is confronted with a rape case It's very 
important for him to get every detail. He files a preliminary 
report, from which the examining doctor can focus on cer- 
tain points 

An officer may ask the victim, Did you scratch him? 
And the officer makes a note forthe doctor to remove skin 
Did you bite him? Did he bite you? Do we have a tooth 
mark?’ The doctor will do a standard assault check, but he 
needs to know if it was inthe eay, inthe mouth, inthe anus, 


or between the breast 


Title XXII changes the point of view. The purpose is to 
develop evidence that will save the victim the em- 
barrassment of having to go to court totally on her word 

If it goes to a full trial, you as a citizen have the right to 
demand that the person who accused you you have 
the right to have your attorney cross - examine them 
That's alaw. !don'tcare what felony you are talking aboui 
Putting someone in prison for life, you are talking about 
the rights of the accused.” 

Title XXII also protects the woman's past sexual 
preferences. There has to be relevancy for conviction 

The officer continued, “For instance, if a woman was 
with five friends a half hour ago, that’s relevant. If she had 
group sex with them earlier, and the defense attorney can 
show that this is consistent with that behavior, and then 
she suddenly became angry for some reason, is she 
charging the other five guys? You see, the attorney can 
show this was an extention of the act.” 

All hospitals are equipped with these special sealed kits 
and have been briefed how to use them, how to preserve 
evidence, how it goes to the officer, and how soon it must 
be entered into the Department of Justice's lab. Enzymes, 
a generic identification system, normally last from three to 
10 days, so there is priority on working these cases 

What the victim remembers, the officer stressed, is the 
key in apprehending a suspect. Focus on things like hair 
texture, scars, tattoos, rings, length of hair, sideburns, and 
anything unusual, especially shoes. “A guy will change his 
clothing, but a character of this type will most often wear 
the same shoes.
